road work . 
The sta tes a nd U.S. Burea u 
o f Public Ro a ds sha re the 
co st equa lly o f seco nda ry , pri­ 
ma ry a nd 
urba n ex tensio n 
ro a ds. But the federa l go v ­ 
ernment pro v ides 9 0% o f the 
mo ney fo r the Intersta te. 


Nebrask a Gov . Norbert Tie- 
mann said he will op p ose the 
retrenchment. He said there 
are other areas of domestic 
sp ending where the federal 
gov ernment cou ld p are bu d­ 
gets. 
“ I’ll object as lou d as I 
can and as strenou sly as I 
can,” Tiemann said. 
“ When they cu t into some­ 
thing as v ital as road fu nds, 
they are cu tting into the heart 
of e v e r y b o d y in all the 
states,” the gov ernor said. 
Hossack said he u nd e r - 
stands the gov ernment’s p rop ­ 
osition wou ld not halt the flow 
of federal dollars altogether 
bu t wou ld p lace a temp orary 
freeze on the allocations. 
A simila r freeze la st y ea r 
mea nt a bo ut $7 millio n in fed­ 
era l highwa y funds destined 
fo r Nebra ska were tempo ra ri­ 
ly held up, the sta te engineer 
sa id. 
“ I fail to see the reasoning 
behind this latest mov e, u n- 


less they are ju st try ing to 
sav e for the sak e of sav ing 
money ,” Hossack said. 
“The f e d e r a l money for 
road constru ction will ju st sit 
there u nless they hav e some 
p lan for transferring it from 
the highway tru st fu nd to the 
general fu nd.” 
The initial imp act of the cu t­ 
back wou ld not be as great 
as the long-range effect, Hos­ 
sack added. 
“The disastrou s p art of this 
wou ld be felt abou t ni ne 
months afterward. Highway s 
are bu ilt ov er a long p eriod 
of time, from p lanning to fi­ 
nal constru ction, a nd any 
sharp cu tback cau ses gap s in 
this p rocedu re,” he said. 
R o b e r t B. Crosby of Lin­ 
coln, p resident of the Nation­ 
al Good Roads Assn., an­ 
nou nced his organization “will 
v igorou sly and p ermanently 
op p ose” the redu ction. 
“This su dden cu tback has 
many seriou s and harmfu l 
conseq u ences, one of which 
is that highway contractors 
will find it necessary to lay 
off large nu mbers of men,” 
said Crosby . 
“Certainly the administra­ 
tion can find a better way 
of redu cing ex p enditu res than 
inflicting inju ry on as imp or­ 
tant a national p rogram as 
bu ilding highway s.” 
Crosby , a former Nebrask a 
gov ernor, said he believ es the 
highway fu nd retrenchment 
p rop osal is p art of “ the cu r­ 
rent p olitical warfare between 
the P r e s i d e n t and the 
Congress.”

Johnson renewed his offer 
of collaboration after signing 
a p roclamation declaring for­ 
mally in effect the interna­ 
tional treaty barring nu clear 
weap ons and military bases 
from ou ter sp ace. 
One of his listeners at the 
White Hou se ceremony was 
Sov iet Ambassador Anatoly F. 
Dobry nin. 
The President sa id: “ T h e 
first deca de o f the spa ce a ge 
ha s witnessed a kind o f co n­ 
test. We ha v e been enga ging 
in co mpetitiv e spa cema nship. 
We ha v e a cco mplished much, 
but we ha v e a lso wa sted much 
energy a nd reso urces In du­ 
plica ted o r o v er-la pping ef­ 
fo rt. 
“The nex t decade shou ld in­ 
creasingly become a p artner­ 
ship —not only between t h e 
Sov iet Union and America, 
bu t among all nations u nder 
the su ns and stars,” he add­ 
ed. 
Declaring sp ace a frontier 
common to all mank ind that 
shou ld be ex p lored and con­ 
q u ered “by hu manity acting 
in concert,” Johnson said:

Are Sent Into DMZ 


Saigon <UPI> - The U.S.1 
military command announced 
Tuesday 3,000 more American 
Marines had been sent to re­ 
inforce Leathernecks at the 
demilitarized zone (DMZ). It 
was a major tactical shift in 
preparation for what could be 
a decisive battle in the war. 
A U.S. military spokesman 
said the situation in the north­ 
ern provinces of South Viet­ 
nam posed the most serious 
threat of the war despite 
statements last week the 35,* 
000 North Vietnamese troops 
in the DMZ had withdrawn 
under heavy American bom­ 
bardment. 
The Marines were brought 
up from a r e a s below Da 
Nang. The spots they vacated 
were filled by a 4.500-man 
brigade from the U.S. Army’s 
1st Air Cavalry. 
Military observers said the 
reinforcements brought total 
U.S. forces in the area to 
more than 100.000 men — 
enough to mount a major of­ 
fensive to end the Commu­ 
nist threat. 
The U.S. government h a s 
denied it is even considering 
any invasion of North Viet­ 
nam, but Lt. Gen. Robert 
Cushman, U.S. Marine com- 
m a n d e r in Vietnam, said 
Tuesday th e Marine rein­ 
forcement along the DMZ 
was made so “ we can go on 
the offensive, and I hope 
soon.” 
Over North Vietnam, mean­ 
while, U.S. warplanes battled 
through a swarm of Mig jets 
to hit for the first time a 
huge North Vietnamese mili­ 
tary complex three miles from 
the center of Haiphong. 
A U.S. spokesman said a 
Mig 21 shot down one U.S. 
Air Force F105 Thunderchief, 
the 695th plane lost over 
North Vietnam. 
The pilot of the plane was 
reported mssing. 
The Mig attack came as the 
Thunderchiefs attacked th e 
Quang Kien railroad cause­ 
way 39 miles northeast of 
Hanoi.

Jakarta (UPI) - Foreign 
Minister Adam Malik said 
Tuesday Indonesia suspended 
diplomatic relations with Red 
China more than a month ago 
but did not p u b l i c l y an­ 
nounce it until Monday. He 
said Indonesia will not take 
the first step to permanently 
break relations, but it is all 
right with the government if 
Communist China wants to do 
so. 
Malik’s statement came at 
a time when antt-Communlst 
students and at least two Ja ­ 
karta newspapers demanded 
the break be made permanent. 
The students warned they 
will take action unless the gov 
ernmcnt docs so within one 
week. 
“ The 
suspension 
started 
Aug. 24 when the Indonesian 
government recalled its staff 
from Peking.” Malik t o l d 
newsmen. “Total suspension 
of diplomatic relations w i t h 
China will come after Indo­ 
nesian diplomats in Peking 
have been safely removed 
from China. 
“ This is not a breaking off 
of diplomatic relations, but 
if the Chinese side wants to 
cut it off altogether, then it 
is all right with us.” 
In another slap at the Pe­ 
king regime, Malik said that 


Nationalist China would be 
permitted to open a consular 
office in Indonesia if the Tai­ 
pei government desires. 
Untfl last month, Malik had 
said Indonesia would main­ 
tain a “ one China” policy, 
and at the time that meant 
the one based in Peking. 
Malik said Tuesday that the 
government had “ proof of 
mounting Chinese Communist 
subversive actions” in Indo­ 
nesia. He said that he has 
submitted a report to th e 
United Nations special com­ 
mission in New York. 
He declined to go into de­ 
tails. 
Malik said Indonesia will 
shut down its offices in Pe­ 
king after the six diplomats 


and two embassy staff work­ 
ers have been safely evapu- 
ated. 
The students, meanwhde, 
made it clear that they are 
not satisfied with a suspen­ 
sion of relations with Peking.

Ambassador Bu nker is doing mu ch more. 
He and some able assistants are. for t he 
first time, u sing the fu ll weight of U.S. pow­

ing for reforms. 
There is some evidence that the ru ling 
generals have been listening. Raymond R. 
Coffee of the Chicago Daily News reports 
from Saigon, that at long last there is a 
seriou s campaign against corru ption in mili­ 
tary and government ranks. 
There is also some evidence there is grow­ 
ing anti-Americanism in Sou th Vietnam and 
discontent with an American heavy hand. 
If Ambassador Bu nker brings order to 
the governmental circles in Saigon, he will 
be accu mu lating another I.O.U. from t h e 


President. It was Bu nker who made it pos­ 
sible for the President and the United States 
to get ou t of the Dominican Repu blic with 
honor. 
An improvement in the Saigon govern­ 
ment. combined with some convincing gains 
in the military field, appears to be the de­ 
termined aims of the Johnson adm inistra­ 
tion 
Bu t time is ru nning ou t for President 
Johnson.

Britain’s Clement Attlee 


The death of Clement Attlee is more like 
the death of an era. He lived in the days 
of Britain’s greatness, bu t he was never hap­ 
py with the statu s of the working classes 
in those years. 
After an edu cation in history at Oxford, 
followed by a stu dy of law. Attlee worked 
in a social settlement in London’s E ast End. 
He saw* the meaning of poverty and 
t h i s 
was to shape his life and 
the destiny of 
Britain. 
It was to this qu iet u nassu ming m a n 
that Britain tu rned after World War II. The 
British wanted a world that differed f r o m 
the old order. Du ring Attlee’s premiership the 
Bank of England, the coal mining and iron 
and steel indu stries, transportation and com­ 
mu nications were nationalized. 


His policies were viewed by some with 
considerable misgivings. 
B r i t a i n avoided 
some of the internal disorders that 
o t h e r 
war-torn cou ntries experienced. It dissolved 
an empire with a minimu m of trou ble. Bu t 
Britain has not enjoyed as great an eco­ 
nomic recovery as have some 
E u 
r o pe a n 
cou ntries. All of these points will be weighed 
in the fu tu re as to how they affect Mr. Att­ 
lee’s place in history. 
It cou ld be that the assessm ent by Bri­ 
tain’s Prim e Minister Harold Wilson, w h o 
qu it Attlee's Cabinet over a rearm am ent dis­ 
pu te. cou ld be history's. Wilson called him 
“ one of the greatest men ®f ou r generation.” 
And it is a generation that will record some 
great men.

Washington — The qu estion for ou r time 
Is not whether developed or developing na­ 
tions can change fast enou gh: in many areas 
they are changing far too fast. It is whether 
they can absorb and control social changes 
which, if u nchanneled, will be 
destru ctive. 
The American Institu te of 
Planners, tru e to its name 
and fu nction, has been hold­ 
ing in Washington a vast and 
complex conference on how 
to plan for the next 50 years. 
The gr o w i ng 
phalanx of 
American 
scholarly 
fu tu re- 
gazers has been aiming its 
space-time rays at the year 2000, bu t the 
planners go them one better and are trying 
to pierce to the year 2017. What no one has 
thu s far discovered is the key to u nlock the 
control room. 
A few days ago I took part in 
a panel 
of the planners, on technology and change. 
Two of the panel members, Carl Oglesby (one 
of the fou nders of Stu dents for a Democratic 
Society) and Clau de Brown (who wrote “ Man- 
child in the Promised Land” ), had preceded 
me with the u su al blasts abou t taking the 
power stru ctu re and the society away from 
the failing hands 
of tired old men.

Somewhere, as I listened, the aging worm 
In me tu rned. I was fed u p with the whole 
vou th-age gambit, and I said so. It is tru e 
that the you ng are growing u p in a new en­ 
vironment and may skip some of the blind 
spots of their elders. Bu t I have seen enou gh 
you ng fogies and you ng frenetics to be u nim­ 
pressed with their su perior insights. It is not 
chronological age that cou nts, bu t how deep­ 
ly experience has bitten into you , and what 
you make of it, and how you u se whatever 
imagination and critical intelligence you have. 
*

The other thing that trou bled me was the 
- you ng panelists’ zeal in driving toward the 
shining goal withou t having any program for 
it and withou t asking w’hat might he destroyed 
on the way. This seems to me to be tru e of 
mu ch of the New Left and certainly of the 
black power movement. The way they 
were 
combined in the disastrou s recent Conference 
for a New Politics at Chicago still sticks in 
my mind as a symbol of what happens when 
you r goal blots ou t all dou bts abou t means. 
Oglesby, one of the more thou ghtfu l and 
hu manistic theorists of the New Left, prou dly 
proclaimed his philosophy as that of political 
romanticism. I cou ldn't help recalling the po­ 
litical romanticism of German you th in the 
Weimar Repu blic days and of Ru ssian you th 


in czarist days and what each had led to. 
If romanticism means anything, in politics 
as in love, it means complete su rrender to 
the love-object, with no ifs and no bu ts and 
no afterthou ghts. I recalled the press reports 
abou t the delegate at the New Politics con­ 
ference who told his fellows to accept the u l­ 
timatu m of the minority, becau se “ once you 
decide what you want, anything goes.”

Do es it? Surely , if we kno w any thing abo ut 
man’s nature, we kno w that he has destruc­ 
tiv e driv es in him as well as creativ e o nes 
and that so metimes he can be all the mo re 
destructiv e when he feels it is in the serv ice 
o f so mething hig her than law and hig her ev en 
than human decency . Walter Lippmann saw 
this clearly so me y ears ag o when he made 
a plea fo r a “ public philo so phy ” — a frame 
that wo uld set limits to man’s po litical driv es, 
whether mo v ed by po wer o r by idealism. 


In America the Constitu tion has served 
this fu nction. There has also been what De 
Tocqu eville called a “ civic religion” in the 
earlier American repu blic — the sense each 
man had of being 
pa r t of the larger demo­ 
cratic experiment and therefore part of the 
other men: in short, a sense of the hu man con­ 
nection. 
Have we lost this sense? I think we are 
losing it in some cru cial ways. We lose it 
when any grou p, whatever its political des­ 
ignation — black power, white su premacy, 
flag-bu rning antipatriots, 
j e e r i ng su per­ 
patriots. the passionate far-ou t left or the 
angry far-ou t right, the few hate-ridden par­ 
anoids in the inner cities or the little hu ddles 
of Minu temen with arm s caches in the woods 
—when any su ch feverish grou p decides that 
“ anything goes.” 
Of cou rse the claims of you ng people for 
a better fu lfillment of the American vision 
mu st be strong and su stained, and so mu st 
the claims of the impoverished for work that 
will give them dignity, and the claims of the 
powerless for some share in power. Bu t there 
mu st be an ethos of means as well as of ends.

Airline Will 
Lose Lease 
At Eppley 
West Centra l 
Hit b y Actio n 


Omaha 
— The Omaha 
Airport Authority has notified 
West Central Airlines, which 
operates 
in 
Nebraska 
and 
Kansas, it will not renew the 
firm’s lease for counter space 
at Eppley Airfield. 
J erry Huse of Norfolk, a 
West 
C e n t r a l 
director, 
charg ed in a letter to Arthur 
C. Storz, Airport Authority 
chairman, that “ this drastic 
action, as y ou may not real­ 
ize, will just about put this 
’third lev el’ airline out of 
business because Omaha Is 
Its main terminal to which all 
flig hts feed. It cannot possi­ 
bly operate without a coun­ 
ter," the publisher of the Nor­ 
folk Daily News said. 
Ronald B. Grear, Authority 
ex ecutiv e director, said the 
notification to West Central 
that the lease, which ex pires 
Nov . 6, would not be renewed 
was based on an Authority de­ 
cision that space in the “ ter­ 
minal will be rented only to 
those 
carriers 
which 
a r e 
reg ulated by the Civ il Aero­ 
nautics Board (CAB).’’ 
West Central, as an air tax i 
serv ice using small aircraft, 
does not come under CAB au­ 
thority . Howev er, it operates 
under the safety superv ision 
of the Federal Av iation Ad­ 
ministration. 
Grear said the Authority 
"cannot readily determine the 
reliability and the financial 
qualifications of any carrier. 
The CAB is the established 
reg ulatory body which makes 
those determinations. There­ 
fore it was decided to limit 
terminal operations of ca r 
riers with CAB certificates." 
Grear said the CAB is look 
ing into the possibility of tak 
ing scheduled air tax i, or third 
lev el carriers, under its wing . 
If this is done and West Cen 
tral is g iv en a certificate, 
Grear said, “ I’m confident the 
Authority will consider a new 
lea se.” 
He noted “ there are a num 
ber of air tax i operators in 
Omaha which operate from 
the g eneral av iation area at 
Eppley . West Central could 
operate in the same manner. 
In protesting the Authority 
decision, Huse said “ those of 
us at Norfolk interested in the 
dev elopment of av iation are 
v ery much concerned because 
West Central Airlines serv es 
a fea l need in Norfolk, Way ne 
and Columbus for a feeder air 
line connecting with airline 
schedules out of Omaha. This 
need cannot be met in any 
other way ex cept by a third 
lev el carrier such as Wes 
Central.”

Both tills co ver activities 
involving fe -’rally spo nso red 
benefits ar.1 p r o gr a m s , 
emplo y ment,

But Ervin’s bill would not

Th ey said th at in event 
of a merger, Kansas-Nebras 
ka likely would h ave to take 
over th e debt and eventually 
to pass it on to its consum 
ers. 
Th e commission h eld in its 
temporary order th at Kaneb 
violated provisions of th e 
Kansas Holding C o m pa n y 
Act by failing to keep th e 
commission f ul l y informed 
about transactions involved in 
its purch ase of Kansas-Ne 
braska stock.
